(By the Associated Press) 
OKLAHOMA CITY, Nov. 24.— A 
hearing to determine the right of 
tile state corporation commission to 
abrogate a contract involving $3,- 
000,000 in gas rate refunds to the 
city of Tulsa was begun in United 
States co u rt, here today. 
Judge Charles B. Davis of Mis­ 
souri, William S. Kenyon of Iowa 
and F. E. Kennemar of Oklahoma 
were hearing the case, which is re­ 
garded as one of far reaching im­ 
portance. 
The hearing is the result of an 
injunction filed by the city of Tulsa 
against the corporation commission 
which issued an order permitting 
the Oklahoma Natural Gas Company 
to make a series of increases in 
rater since 1918. 
I. J. Underwood, Tulsa municipal 
attorney, and F. E. Riddle, special 
counsel for the city, argued that the 
contract made in 1903 for 25 years 
between Tulsa and the gas company 
and providing for a 25 cent gas 
rate is still in effect. 
In 1918 the gas company aban­ 
doned the contract when the cor­ 
poration commission authorized an 
increase in gas rates. The first in­ 
crease was followed by others and 
now consumers rate in Tulsa is be­ 
tween 38 and 62 cents. 
In addition to seeking a refund 
for the $3,000,000 alleged to have 
been illegally collected through in­ 
creased rates the city asks an in­ 
junction against the enforcement of 
the increases authorized by the com­ 
mission.

Horse-drawii schiclcj sud slow-moving trucks should not be allowed on 
streets where passenger motor car traffic is heavy. On streets where slow- 
nw*ving vehicles must necessarily impede the progress of the faster moving 
cars, the slower vehicles should be made to hug the curb. 
ix'ft-hand turns are always instrumental in slowing up traffic. 
In many

it would improve traffic conditions if cars were compelled to go to 
the right and around the block rather than make left-hand turns on, streets 
like Fifth avenue, New York. 
Complete turns always block traffic. There again cars should be required 
to go around the block.
